Located between the Wagnon Student Athlete Center and Hoglund Ballpark, the 16,500 square foot facility seats 1,300 fans in the volleyball-only 
arena. In 2012, KU averaged 1,366 fans per home match, who played witness to a program-best 17 home victories last fall.

STRENGTH & CONDITIONING 


The $8 million, 42,000-square-foot Anderson Family Strength & Conditioning Center is a split-level facility that features 20 Power Lift platforms and power 
racks, most recently outfitted with Elite Form 3D Camera technology which is used for measuring bar speed and calculating power output for each exercise 
performed in the rack. The training center houses Uesaka bumper plates and Olympic bars, along with 2 full sets of dumbbells to 120Ibs (5-35 in 2.5Ib 
increments). While mostly a free weight oriented program, Anderson also houses Keiser power equipment, 8 one-of-a-kind high speed cable systems, 
and Hammer strength machines. In addition, a 50-yard open turf area for speed and agility development and a cardiovascular workout area are available.

DEVELOP STRENGTH 

Strength is the foundation of all skills on the volleyball 
court. In order to develop a higher technical model of 
skill or a higher level of explosive power (in any usable 
form), a higher level of strength must be acquired 
to support the skill progression and progression of 
power output. Total body general strength must 
be developed before any specific type of strength 
can begin to develop. General strength is needed at 
all positions and is the prerequisite for any sport or 
position specific type of strength. 


DEVELOP POWER 

Power = Force x Velocity (Strength x Speed) 
Volleyball is all about optimal combinations of 
technical skill and power. In order to express power 
in the form of movement or sport skill, the body must 
first develop the ability to generate power. Once a 
basic level of strength is acquired, student-athletes 
begin to develop power in the weight room using a 
variety of methods including medicine ball throws, 
plyometrics, olympic lifts and sprinting. 


DEVELOP CARDIO FITNESS 

Energy is at the root of all strength, power or sport 
skill. The better your body becomes at delivering 
energy to the system, the more it is able to train 
and practice at greater intensities without becoming 
fatigued. Volleyball isa high intensity sport with short 
bursts of power, high intensity interval training will 
have a greater affect on performance than long, slow 
distances.

SPORTS MEDICINE 


The University of Kansas sports medicine staff and physicians are constantly on the cutting edge of injury prevention and rehabilitation. Using such state- 
of-the-art equipment as aquatic rehabilitation pools and monitored rehab systems, as well as a multitude of hands-on techniques, the sports medicine staff 
at Kansas is able to implement programs for its athletes which have resulted in significantly faster and safer return to competition.

2013 SCHEDULE 


Kansas’ 2013 schedule includes 14 matches against teams that 
played in the 2012 NCAA Tournament, including home-and- 
home matches against defending national champion Texas 
and three other Big 12 teams that reached the NCAA's last 
season in lowa State, Kansas State and Oklahoma. 


In addition, the Jayhawks will face Notre Dame, Arkansas 
twice, Creighton, Central Arkansas and Bowling Green, all of 
whom played in the 2012 NCAA Tournament. 


Eight of those teams also appeared on the AVCA Preseason 
Top-25 Division | Coaches Poll, which ranked Kansas at No. 
20 - the first preseason ranking in program history. Tough 
road matches at Arizona from the Pac-12 and Wisconsin from 
the Big Ten the nation’s highest-rated conference in 2012 also 
highlight the schedule. 


Kansas will play nine of its first 10 matches on the road, 
tipping off the 2013 season at the Arizona invitational, Aug. 
30-31. Playing in one of the most dominant conferences in 
Division | volleyball, Arizona went 8-12 in PAC-12 play and 16- 
15 overall last year. 


The Jayhawks will kick off the year in Tucson against an 
underrated powerhouse in Central Arkansas. The Sugar Bears 
were one of seven teams in the country to post 30 wins in 
2012, finishing the year with a loss to Washington in the 
program's first NCAA Tournament appearance after tying for 
the Southland Conference regular-season title and winning 
the league tournament. Following that match, KU will face 
Morgan State on Aug. 31 before the weekend finale with 
Arizona, 


KU will stay on the road, heading to UMKC on Sept. 3 for 
a Tuesday night match. Led by former longtime Kansas 
assistant, Christi Posey, the ‘Roos went 16-13 in 2012. The 
Jayhawks then begin a home-and-home series with Arkansas, 
playing on Sept. 5 in Fayetteville, Ark., and then welcoming 
the Razorbacks to Lawrence for the home opener on Sept. 7 
Heading into 2013, Arkansas’ recruiting class is ranked 16th 
best in the country by PrepVolleyball.com, the highest-ranked 
incoming class in the SEC. 


Kansas keeps the intensity rolling with a road contest at 2012 
Missouri Valley Conference regular-season and tournament 
champion, and preseason No. 25, Creighton on Sept. 10. KU 
was one of only four teams to hand the 29-4 Bluejays a loss 
last fall. 


‘Next is the Inntowner invitational in Madison, Wis., Sept. 13-14. 
Aside from the Big Ten's Wisconsin, the Jayhawks will face 
Milwaukee and Bowling Green during the weekend. KU and 
Wisconsin will play the Friday primetime match, featuring 
brand new Badger coach Kelly Sheffield in his first season in 
Madison after a successful stint at Dayton. This is yet another 
tough road tournament: Wisconsin's recruiting class is ranked. 
fourth by PrepVolleyballcom, while Bowling Green is the 
defending Mid-American Conference (MAC) Champion. 


The Jayhawks return from the road to host the Jayhawk 
Invitational, Sept. 20-22. That Friday, KU will take on Georgia 
from the SEC and the Summit League's North Dakota State. 
Kansas will not play on Sat., Sept. 21, but will play Sunday 
in the tournament finale against Notre Dame at 1 p.m. The 
Fighting Irish hosted KU at the Golden Dome invitational last 
fall and went on to finish 20-10 with an NCAA Tournament 
berth. 


With defending National Champion Texas on the schedule 
twice, a grueling non-conference schedule is necessary to 
prepare the Jayhawks for what awaits them in Big 12 play. 


Kansas opens the Big 12 slate at home against TCU on 
Saturday, Sept. 28, before jumping into the first Sunflower 
Showdown match of the season on the road at Kansas State 
on Oct. 2. Ku's sweep of the top-25 Wildcats last season 
included a come-from-behind win in Manhattan. KSU, which 
received votes in the final 2012 AVCA poll, returns the trip on 
Saturday, Nov. 16. 


Also highlighting the conference slate, KU will host fellow 
2012 NCAA Tournament team Oklahoma on Oct. 9 and will 
stay there to bring in Texas on Oct. 12. The nation’s best team 
a year ago, Texas finished its National Championship season 
with a 29-4 record and a 15-1 mark in conference play. The 
Jayhawks make their way to Austin, Texas on Nov. 9.

On the schedule: 

“This was one of our most difficult years of scheduling and 
it might not be ideal, but that’s ok. We've put ourselves in 
position to be challenged early and often. We'll have to go 
into other teams’ environments on back-to-back occasions, 
but we have multiple opportunities to do that in league play, 
too, so why not get prepared early?” 


On the outside hitters: 

“We've got a lot of versatility, Tiana Dockery and Chelsea 
Albers can move around, and Sara McClinton is working that 
way, too. Cathy (Carmichael) can designate block if we need 
her to. Emma (Hanson) is more of a one-foot attacker, so 
we'll probably put her alittle more on the right side or in 
the middle, We need to stay healthy at that position so we'll 
have multiple combinations, We can match up physically 
with another team’s best attacker and we can get the 
matchups we want to get against their blockers, From an 
outside hitting position, we'd like to have a little more ball 
control and we continue to work toward that. It's a physical 
group that can score points attacking or blocking,” 


On the fiberos and defensive specialists: 
“What a great group. I'm excited about Cassie (Wait) joining 
that group, and Amy (Wehrs) continuing to flourish in that 
tole. Bri, obviously, plays at a high level inthe back row as 
does Jaime Mathieu. The competition for those spots will be 
pretty intense and I'm looking forward to that. think they'll 
all make each other bette.” 


On the middle blockers: 

“(Tayler) Tolefree leaves a void in a lot of ways, but we're 
going to challenge Janae (Hall), we're going to challenge 
Tayler Soucie, another ‘T; which will be fun. Also, Emma 
(Hanson) isn’t afraid to step up in that position if need be. 
That's a lot of expectation to put on two first-year players, 
but they are special competitors and special athletes and | 
think they will be capable of doing a good job at the M-2 
spot. Obviously, at the M-1 ~ (Caroline) Jarmoc is going to 
bbe everybody's game plan on the other side, She's going to 
have to get creative and play at an even higher level to keep 
the same type of statistical impact on our team, and she's 
focused and ready to do that.” 


On the setters: 

“We've got a pretty full group of setters. it’s great to have 
Erin (McNorton) back. It’s also great to have Kara (Wehrs), 
who has started a ton of matches in her career here, Maggie 
(Anderson) maybe made more gains than anyone we had 
last spring, So our side A, side B will be in good hands. Kara 
ives us an opportunity to get in a little bit of 6-2 with her 
ability to impact the net with her blocking and hitting, so 
we'll have some versatility in that position.” 


(On having a veteran team: 

“We're old. | don't know if we're veteran, Obviously, with 
two fifth-year players on the roster and seven seniors total ~ 
they've been together quite a while. think that speaks well 
to the immediate future and what we're trying to get done. 
Plus, we also have two juniors (Chelsea Albers and Sara 
McClinton) that have started a lot of matches and played 
extensively and a sophomore (Tiana Dockery) who did that 
as well.So everyone that is returning has had a role with us. 
| would consider us a veteran team, for sure.” 


(On how a senior-laden team is beneticial: 

“They should understand how hard itis in our league, since 
they've been here a while. They've been on the good side 
and the not-so-good side, so they understand both of those 
emotions. | think they can draw from that to motivate them 
and drive them through the season.’ 


MEET THE JAYHAWKS 


SEASON OUTLOOK - OUTSIDE HITTERS 


In 33 matches played in 2012, Kansas welcomes back its kills 
leaders from 32 of them - and 84 percent overall. Additionally, 
tthe Jayhawks return every outside attacker from an offense that 
uthit opponents in all but eight matches. While KU's offense 
hit 300 or better 18 times in 2012, the Jayhawks allowed an 
‘opponent the same luxury just once. 


Although the Jayhawks’ returning kills leader comes from the 
middle blocker position in senior All-American Caroline Jarmoc, 
KU's outside hitters racked up nearly 1,000 kills as a unt in 2012. 
Only three players in the Big 12 last year ~ including Jarmoc — 
recorded more than junior Sara McClinton’s 388 kills in 2012. The 
Omaha, Neb,, native became the first sophomore at KU to earn 
All-Big 12 First Team honors since Josi Lima earned the award 
In 2005. She finished the season ranked in the league’s top-10 
In kills per set and points per set (overall and conference-only), 
While becoming just the fourth player in program history to 
record 600+ kills in two years, 


During a two-week stint playing for the Bring It Promotions/ 
USA Development Program in China this summer, McClinton 
was able to begin work on becoming a threat from the back row 
as she looks to expand her role as an upperclassman, 


The other half of the two-member junior class, Chelsea Albers, 
fought off an early-season injury last year and started the last 
12 matches. A six-rotation player, Albers broke the 100 mark for 
both kills and digs and posted at least one block in all but two 


matches she played in 2012. Still reeling with scoring possibilities, redshirt senior Catherine Carmichael has become one 


of head coach Ray Bechard's most trusted scoring options, A 6-2 Manhattan, Kan., native, 
Carmichael provides an offensive spark that saw her lead the Jayhawks’ comeback victories 
at Oklahoma and Kansas State in 2012, Bechard raves about her transition to an elite Big 12 
attacker being complete for her senior campaign. 


Sophomore Tiana Dockery comes back to the court after an All-Big 12 Freshman Team season 
in 2012, Also a six-rotation player, Dockery and Albers split starts a year ago and will provide 
Invaluable depth this fal. in 20 starts last year, she surpassed the 150-plateau for kills and digs.

SEASON OUTLOOK - LIBEROS AND DEFENSIVE SPECIALISTS 


With KU's all-time digs leader returning for her senior season 
and the Kansas Volleyball Gatorade Player of the Year prepped 
for her rookie year, the defensive specialists may be the most 
fun group to watch in 2013. 


When she walked into the Horejsi Family Athletics Center prior 
to her freshman year, senior libero Brianne Riley declared that 
she would contend for the Jayhawks’ all-time digs record 
someday, She wasn't lying. The best communicator Bechard 
has ever coached, Riley finished the 2012 season with 1,498 digs, 
~ the most in Kansas history and accomplished in only three 
years. Just three days before eclipsing the KU career record, 
Riley locked up the single-season mark as well and went on to 
become the first Jayhawk to break the 600-mark with 613 digs 
in 2012. 


Now back for her final year as a Jayhawk, Riley can take her 
records and run with them, likely to make them out of reach for 
quite some time as she begins her senior campaign with 1,498 
digs. Second place sits at 1,457. 


Raring to give Riley a run for her money, however, is freshman 
Cassie Wait. Although groomed to play the back row in college DEFENSIVE SPECIALISTS AND LIBEROS 
rather than her outside hitter role at Gardner-Edgerton High r. Brianne Riley, Sr e Mathie 

School, Wait had a highlight reel senior campaign. She was 
named the 2012 6A Player of the Year, Under Armour Girls High 
School All-America Fist Team and Kansas Gatorade Volleyball 
Player of the Year. One of the strongest players on the team, 
\Wait's athleticism will be vital on the back row against Big 12 attackers. 


2012, racking up 245 digs and for a 2.01 per set average. She and Amy Wehrs, who checked in 
to. 25 matches last fall, are not only quick in the back row but also crucial in key serve situations. 


Still adding to the group's impressive depth, seniors Jaime Mathieu played all but one set in 
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SEASON OUTLOOK - MIDDLE BLOCKERS 


MIDDLE BLOCKERS 


Armed with the first All-American in program history returning for her senior season, the 
Jayhawks look to be the most set at the middle blocking position. Though redshirt senior 
Caroline Jarmoc is in position to lead her team as a fifth-year senior, the middle crew is actually 
the least experienced of the 2013 roster. 


When Tayler Tolefree completed her career last fll, she left her name scattered throughout the 
KU record books, in part for her accurate attacking numbers and primarily for her presence at 
the net. With Jarmoc at the M-1 position, Tolefree played a skilled M-2 role, making the duo one 
of the most veteran and threatening in the Big 12 Conference. Together, Jarmoc and Tolefree 
finished the season ranked in the top-10 among the league's blocking numbers, with both 
registering more than a full block per set. 


While Tolefree was a source of consistency in the box score, she 
was valued even more for her quiet but respected leadership 
role. Her style of play and command complimented Jarmoc’s 
flawlessly. Now with Tolefree on the sidelines rather than the 
court, Bechard knows one of his biggest challenges lies in filing 
her spot. 


Luckily for the Jayhawks, a plan sin place. Since hiring assistant 
‘coach Laura “Bird” Kuhn, who works primarily with the middles, 
Bechard has watched his team’s blocking numbers soar to the 
top-three in the Big 12 for each of her first two seasons. In 2012, 
the Jayhawks racked up 2.62 blocks per set, good for second in 
the conference and ist in the NCAA. 


Although Janae Hall checks in as a newcomer, 2013 marks 
her second year with the program as the Centennial, Colo., 
native utilized a redshirt last year. A year of guidance from 
“Bird” as well as Tolefree already has Hall in a solid position 
to contribute in her debut season, A member of the 2011 
USA Girls Youth National Team that competed at the World 
Youth Championships in Anarka, Turkey and ranked No. 67 on 
PrepVolleyball.com’s Top-100 Senior Aces in her last year at 
Regis Jesuit High School, Hall will vie to put those accolades 
to the test this fall 


Competing and learning alongside her is true freshman Tayler 
Soucie. The Osawatomie, Kan., native joins her brother Brendan 
~ a senior on the KU track team ~ at Kansas and comes in ready to challenge for immediate 
playing time, At 6-1, Soucie's frame looks every bit of the state champion hurdler she was at 
Osawatomie High School and her speed seconds that. Arguably the quickest middle on the 
floor in 2013, Soucie led the nation with 779 kills as a senior last fall 


Bechard acknowledges the list of strengths for the duo and plans to use both of their talent 
sets as they push each other for a starting role. True freshman Emma Hanson will shift from 
her outside hitter role at Sioux Falls Washington High School in Sioux Falls, S.D., to a middle 
blocker with the possibility of right-side duties, adding more depth to the position. Together, 
the young squad has the potential to play like veterans with Jarmoc leading the charge. 


SEASON OUTLOOK - SETTERS 


Much like the outside hitting crew, the Jayhawk setters have 
veteran-like experience heading into 2013. Bechard, who works 
closely with the setters, welcomes back a pair of seniors with 
full-time starting experience in Erin McNorton and Kara Wehrs 
to run what was one of the most efficient offenses in the Big 
12last fall. 


When she earned her first career start on opening day of the 
2012 season, McNorton simply took off. Her 1,443 assists in 2012 
didn’t merely lead the Big 12 setters - she alone totaled more 
assists than five Big 12 teams. A Dallas, Texas native, McNorton 
led the Jayhawk offense to the fourth-best attack percentage in 
school history and ranked seventh in the NCAA in assists per set. 
Named to the 2015 All-Big 12 Preseason Team, McNorton is the 
front runner for the starting role. 


Kansas, however, has a luxury that many teams don't in that 
Bechard has a two-year starter on the depth chart, making a 
6-2 option possible, One of the most athletic players on the 
team, Wehrs earned the starting role as a freshman and held 
it down for two years alongside Tate before McNorton received 
the opportunity in 2012. With the ability to train with both, 
the setters compete to make each other better. Of all the 
improvements shown in a successful 2012 fall and into the 
2013 spring seasons, Bechard may have been most impressed 
with Anderson and her willingness to leam and support her 
teammates.

Ray Bechard will enter his 16th year as the head 
coach of the Kansas volleyball team in 2013 following 
a historical 2012 campaign. His most recent year at 
the helm ended in a No. TI national seed in the NCAA 
Tournament as well as Big 12 Coach of the Year and 
AVCA Central Region Coach of the Year honors. The 
winningest coach in Kansas volleyball history, Bechard 
has compiled a remarkable all-time coaching record 
of 964-269 (.782 winning percentage) since arriving 
‘on the coaching scene 28 years ago as the head coach, 
at Barton Community College in Great Bend, Kan. 


In 15 seasons at Kansas, Bechard has led the Jayhawks 
to a 248-209 mark and 11 seasons at .500 or better. 
The most recent season, however, will stand as a 
Special one as the Jayhawks rewrote the record books 
as the winningest team in program history with a.788 
winning percentage (26-7). That mark topped the 
previous best of .743 set by the 1986 squad. 


Bechard’s squad didn’t stop there as the Jayhawks 
went on to collect the most home victories in a 
season (17), along with the program's longest home 
win streak (13), while compiling the best conference 
finish in the Big 12 era (12-4, 3rd). KU also earned the 
team's highest-ever national ranking, checking in at 
No. 17 on the AVCA Division | Coaches poll (10/22/12). 
The Jayhawks remained on the top-25 poll for the 
remaining eight weeks of the season and checked in 
at No. 25 on the final poll. 


When the NCAA released its first RPI projections of 
the 2012 season, KU debuted at No. 9 and would later 


climb to a program-best No. 6 RPI ranking on Nov. 19, 
2012. The Jayhawks were in the top-10 RPI for seven of 
nine weeks and ended the season at No. 9 in the final 
projections of the season. 


Additionally, Bechard has built a solid fan base for 
Kansas volleyball as the Jayhawks have consistently 
finished among the nation’s top 50 attendance 
leaders the last several years. In 2012, more than 1,300 
fans attended each home match on average, to rank 
29th in the NCAA in attendance. When KU hosted 
the NCAA First and Second Rounds in 2012 in Allen 
Fieldhouse, the Lawrence, Kan., host site drew more 
fans in the two-day event than any other national host 
(8,029). 


Also in 2012, Bechard guided redshirt junior middle 
blocker Caroline Jarmoc to Second-Team All-America 
honors, the first All-American in Kansas volleyball 
history. Among many accolades from that season 
‘was senior middle blocker Tayler Tolefree winning the 
inaugural Big 12 Volleyball Scholar-Athlete of the Year 
award, 


Bechard has guided the Jayhawks to all four of their 
NCAA Tournament appearances (2003, 2004, 2005, 
2012) and seven-straight AVCA Team Academic 
awards. Individually, the veteran head coach has 
coached 18 All-Big 12 honorees, 92 Academic All- 
Big 12 selections, 11 Academic All-Region recipients 
and three AVCA All-Region players - highlighted by 
2012's Caroline Jarmoc’s Second-Team All-America 
recognition. 


Bechard was one of eight collegiate coaches 
selected by USA Volleyball to lead the U.S. 
Women’s National A2 Team Program at Ohio 
Dominican University in Columbus, Ohio, June 
26-July 5, 2012, 


In 2011, the Jayhawks posted their best start at 
IH since the 2002 season, including three pre~ 
conference tournament titles and knocking off 
No. 6 Minnesota, the highest-ranked opponent 
defeated in program history. Under Bechard's 
direction, KU has pulled top-25 upsets in four 
‘of the past five seasons. Of the Jayhawks’ 14 
all-time wins against top-25 foes, all but one 
came under Bechard’s direction, Kansas has 
also upped Its game at the net, finishing the 
2011 season ranked third in the Big 12 in blocks 
per Set. Jarmoc and Tolefree each checked in 
at top-five in the Big 12 in individual blocks per 
set, Bechard also witnessed Allison Mayfield 
lead the conference in kills per set on her way 
to becoming KU's all-time leader for kills in a 
season (462, 2011), The Jayhawks spent three- 
straight weeks receiving votes on the AVCA Top- 
25 Pollin 2011. 


In 2010, Bechard and company brought in 
the 26th-ranked recruiting class according to 
PrepVolleyball.com. Kansas posted a 17-14 record, 
the most victories recorded since the team’s 19- 
‘win season in 2004. Those 17 wins resulted from 
an intense schedule that included six nationally- 
ranked opponents. In the Jayhawks’ 31 matches,

Former Georgia Tech standout Laura Kuhn was 
named a volleyball assistant coach for the University 
‘of Kansas on March 22, 2011. She enters her third 
season on Ray Bechard’s staff in 2013. Kuhn, 
affectionately known as “Bird,” was a four-year 
volleyball letterwinner at Georgia Tech from 2001-04. 


She joined the coaching ranks following her playing 
career and came to Kansas after spending three 
years as an assistant at Miami from 2008-10. She has 
also made coaching stops as an assistant coach at 
Appalachian State and Florida State. 


Kuhn, who works primarily with the middle blockers, 
has made an immediate impact on the program. The 
Jayhawks have watched their blocking numbers soar 
to the top-three in the Big 12 for each of her first two 
seasons. In 2012, the Jayhawks racked up 2.62 blocks 
per set, good for second in the conference and 3Ist 
inthe NCAA. 


Following her second season at Kansas, Kuhn 
celebrated a Big 12 Coach of the Year award with head 
coach Ray Bechard. He made it a point to thank Kuhn 
and fellow assistants Todd Chamberlain and Wendel 
Camargo, giving his staff just as much credit for the 
prestigious accolade. 


Kuhn also took part in coaching success with former 
bosses, as well. Appalachian State head coach Matt 
Ginipro earned SoCon Coach of the Year honors in 


2007, her only year with the Mountaineers. The next 
season, Kuhn saw Miami head coach Nicole Lantagne- 
Welch earn 2008 ACC Coach of the Year and AVCA 
Region Coach of the Year honors. 


In her first season at Kansas (2011), Kuhn helped the 
Jayhawks finish the 2011 campaign ranked third in the 
Big 12 with 2.57 blocks per set, good for 36th in the 
NCAA. The Jayhawks recorded nearly 100 more block 
assists than the previous year's squad ~ and for the 
first time since Bechard’s debut season in 1998, Kansas 
out-blocked its opponents (2.6 bps/2.0 bps). Jarmoc 
and Tolefree finished the season ranked second and 
fifth in the Big 12, respectively, in blocks per set. 


By her second season, Kuhn guided middle blocker 
Caroline Jarmoc to become the first All-American in 
Kansas volleyball history in 2012. Jarmoc finished the 
season with 424 kills and 157 blocks, making her the 
‘only Jayhawk to surpass 400 kills and 150 blocks in 
the same season. After ending 2012 ranked in the top- 
10 among the Big 12 in attack percentage (.386, Ist), 
kills per set (3.45, 4th), blocks (1.28, 4th) and points 
per set (4.45, 2nd), the AVCA named Jarmoc to the 
All-America Second Team. 


Working with Jarmoc and Tayler Tolefree, who 
graduated in 2012, Kuhn and the middle blockers 
continue to take the Kansas defense to new heights. 
Together, Jarmoc and Tolefree finished the 2012 
season ranked in the top-10 among the league's

blocking numbers, with both registering more than a 
full block per set. 


‘As a team, KU cranked out 2.62 blocks per set, which 
ranked 3ist in the NCAA in 2012. The Jayhawks’ 492 
block assists last season ranked second all-time in 
program history and were the most since 1996. 


While at Miami (2008-10), the Hurricanes advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament two of the three seasons 
(2009, 2010) that Kuhn was on staff. It marked 
the second and third tournament berths since the 
program was brought back in 2001. At Miami, Kuhn 
was instrumental in coaching outside hitter Lane 
Carico, who became the program's first-ever AVCA 
All-American in 2010. One season earlier, Carico and 
Cassie Loessberg were named honorable mention All- 
Americans under Kuhn's guidance. 


In 2008, she helped the Hurricanes post their best 
overall record (26-6) since 2002, and the best ACC 
record in school history going 14-6 in league play. 
Defensively, the Hurricanes posted the highest digs 
total (1,958) for a single-season in 2008, while also 
registering the highest digs per set count in UM 
history (16.88). 


Kuhn arrived at Miami after a stint as assistant coach at 
Florida State during the 2008 spring season. Prior to 
her time at FSU, Kuhn was an assistant at Appalachian 
State. Aside from being a part of the Ginipro’s 2007 
SoCon Coach of the Year campaign, Kuhn also 
coached the SoCon Player of the Year, Brittany Zahn. 


In her early coaching days, Kuhn served as the head 
coach for the A5 Club teams in Atlanta. She worked 
with teams consisting of 17-year-olds in 2006 and as 
an assistant with the 14-year-old club in 2005. 


During her four years playing at Georgia Tech, 
the Yellow Jackets won three ACC regular season 
championships, one ACC tournament title and 
advanced to the NCAA Tournament in each of her four 
seasons playing. The teams advanced to the Sweet 16 
in 2002 and 2004, and charged their way to the Elite 
Eight in 2003.

Todd Chamberlain begins his fourth year as an 
assistant coach at Kansas for the 2013 season. At KU, 
Chamberlain trains the Jayhawks’ outside attackers 
and serves as the team’s video coordinator, camp 
director and compliance liaison, while assisting with 
recruitment. 


The Kansas offense has progressed in each of 
Chamberlain's first three years with the program — 
including a .238 attack percentage in 2012, the fourth- 
best in school history. Not even national champion 
Texas registered more kills among Big 12 Conference 
teams than the Jayhawks’ 1,738, which also checked 
in among KU’s top-five all-time numbers. With that, 
the Jayhawks averaged an efficient 14.13 kills per set, 
good for third among league foes and 34th in the 
NCAA. 


Following the successful 2012 season, Chamberlain 
celebrated a Big 12 Coach of the Year award with 
head coach Ray Bechard. Upon receiving the 
award, Bechard thanked Chamberlain and fellow 
assistants Laura “Bird” Kuhn and Wendel Camargo, 
giving his staff just as much credit for the esteemed 
accomplishment. 


In his role with the outside hitters, Chamberlain 
has guided Sara McClinton into one of the most 
recognizable attackers in the Big 12. After her 
sophomore season (2012), McClinton claimed All- 
Big 12 First Team honors. She ranked in the top-five 
in both kills (3.29) and points (3.50) per set. She also 
became just the fourth Jayhawk volleyball player to 
break the 600-kill plateau in only two seasons (601, 
2011-12), 


Fellow outside hitter, freshman Tiana Dockery, also 
gamered accolades in 2012. She was named to the 
All-Big 12 Freshman Team after surpassing the 150-kill 
(162) and 150-dig (177) mark as a rookie. 


In 2011, Chamberlain helped outside hitter Allison 
Mayfield tur in a Big 12-best 4.16 kills per set en route 
to becoming the Jayhawks’ all-time kills leader in a 
single season (462). Mayfield was later named to the 
All-Big 12 Honorable Mention Team. He was highly 
instrumental in the development of Chelsea Albers 
and McClinton, who each took on starting roles in 
their freshman season (2011). McClinton finished third 
‘on the team with 2.34 kills per set in 2011, In 2010, 
Chamberlain's first season, the Jayhawks broke the 
1,500-kill mark as a team. 


Chamberlain arrived at Kansas following a one- 
year stint as the volunteer assistant women’s 
volleyball coach at the University of Kentucky in 
2009, during which the Wildcats experienced one 
of the most successful seasons in program history. 
Kentucky finished 29-5 overall, appeared in the 
NCAA Tournament for the fifth-consecutive year 
and advanced to the Sweet 16 for the first time since 
1992. While at UK, three players earned All-America 
honors, including honorable mention outside hitter 
Sarah Mendoza. Mendoza finished the season as the 
Southeastern Conference leader with 4.12 kills per set. 


Chamberlain played volleyball for four seasons at 
Ball State University, where he earned first-team 
All-Midwestern Intercollegiate Volleyball Association 
(MIVA) honors as a senior after pacing the squad with 
3.29 kills per set. Ball State was nationally ranked 
for portions of all four of Chamberlain's seasons; the 
Cardinals compiled a 78-39 (.667) record during those 
years. 


No stranger to the coaching sidelines, Chamberlain 
has guided several teams to national and state titles. 
For two seasons Chamberlain worked as an assistant 
coach under Steve Shondell at Burris High School in 
Muncie, Ind, The Burris squad captured the 2-A state 
championship in both 2008 and 2009. Chamberlain 
also worked with Mike Lingerfelter as an assistant 
coach for the Munciana Samurai 18-1 Club team. That 
squad went on to capture not only the 2009 AAU 
national championship, but also the 2009 JVDA 
national championship. 


In addition to his collegiate playing career, 
Chamberlain was a left side attacker on the 2006 
Youth National team that played internationally in 
Cabo Frio, Brazil. In 2007, Chamberlain was a left side 
attacker for the Junior National training team that 
practiced at the Olympic Training Center in Colorado 
Springs, Colo. 


He has served as a camp counselor for camps at 
Kentucky, Purdue and his alma mater. Additionally, 
Chamberlain has instructed at elite camps hosted 
by Saint Louis and the Kentucky-Indiana Volleyball 
Association (KIVA). 


Chamberlain, a native of Louisville, Ky., graduated 
in 2009 from Ball State with a bachelor’s degree in 
communications. He began his volleyball career as a 
star-athlete at Louisville's Trinity High School.

dig mark (613). Riley was named the Big 12 Defensive 
Player of the Week twice in 2012 and finished the 
season on the All-Big 12 Honorable Mention Team. 


Prior to relocating to the United States, Camargo 
was a member of the coaching staff for Dominican 
Republic National Team-Santo Domingo from 2009- 
12. Camargo worked with the adult and junior national 
women's teams, including the 2012 FIVB (Federation 
of International Volleyball)/NORCECA Olympic 
Qualifiers.

Dr. Sheahon (SHAY-un) Zenger is a coach at heart. But 
when KU Chancellor Bernadette Gray-Littie introduced 
the Hays, Kan., native as KU's Athletics Director January 
3, 2011, he promised not to call any plays for the coaches. 
That doesn’t mean, though, that he won't be right there 
with them - and their student-athletes - every step of the 
way. For it’s his genuine care for coaches and student- 
athletes that has stamped his career in intercollegiate 
athletics. 


Zenger comes to KU after serving for five years as 
athletics director at llinois State University, helping steer 
ISU Athletics to a place of prominence in the Missouri 
Valley Conference. The Redbirds won a conference- 
leading seven league titles during the 2009-10 season 
and captured their second Valley All-Sports Trophy in 
three years. 


At the beginning, Zenger wasn't headed toward a career 
in administration. He was nine years old when he told his 
father he wanted to be a coach, and it didn’t take long 
for that dream to materialize. After playing football at 
Fort Hays State and Mid-American Nazarene College, 
he finished his undergraduate degree at Kansas State. 
Even before he received his bachelor’s degree in English 
and secondary education in 1988, Zenger was assisting 
the football coaches at Manhattan (Kan.) High School. 
His first college football coaching job came at Drake 
University right after graduation. 


In 1989, at age 23, Zenger joined Bill Snyder's staff 
at Kansas State as one of the nation’s youngest full- 
time football staff members; he served in key roles as 
assistant recruiting coordinator and director of football 
operations. Zenger completed his master’s degree in 
journalism and mass communication in 1992 while 
helping Snyder bring Wildcat football to unprecedented 
success. 


It became evident, though, that more than coaching 
was in store for Zenger. He sought advice from then-KU 
Chancellor Gene Budig, who convinced him to pursue a 
Ph.D. at KU. As he completed his Ph.D. in educational 
policy and leadership (1996), Zenger contributed 
communications and special projects support to the 
office of the executive vice-chancellor, Ed Meyen, and 
wrote the professional life history of then-chancellor 
Del Shankel, while strengthening his understanding of 
university leadership at the highest levels. 


While focusing his attention on academics, 
he managed to stay involved in the world of 
intercollegiate athletics, and specifically football. 
‘Involved’ may be an understatement. In 1993 Zenger 
and a friend founded American Football Quarterly, a 
magazine for coaches. Zenger served as publisher - 
and then editor - until 1995, when he sold his share of 
the by-then-thriving magazine. 


Still, coaching stayed in his blood. After earning his 
doctorate, Zenger in 1996 signed on as the recruiting 
coordinator for the brand-new NCAA Division I football 
program at the University of South Florida. A year later 
he joined the University of Wyoming football staff as 
recruiting coordinator and within two years rose to 
assistant head coach, a position he still considers one 
of the crowning achievements of his career. 


Zenger stayed at Wyoming through the 2000 season 
before returning to Kansas State, He spent a year in 
the KSU College of Business, raising more than $2 
million and restructuring its development program 
with research and planning. He rejoined KSU Athletics 
in 2001 as assistant athletics director for major 
gifts, helping KSU initiate important development 
strategies. In 2002 he was appointed KSU's associate 
athletics director for development, a position he held 
until 2005, when he was named Athletics Director at 
Mlinois State. 


A published author and researcher, Zenger served 
for three years on the NCAA Division | Committee on 
Student-Athlete Reinstatement. He also served on two 
NCAA Division | Football Championship Subdivision 
(FCS) Division committees, and was a member of 
the Executive Committee of NACDA’s Division | FCS 
Athletic Directors Association. 


He is also a member of many professional and 
university organizations, including the National 
Association of Collegiate Directors of Athletics 
(NACDA), the Association for the Study of Higher 
Education and the American Football Coaches 
Association. 


Zenger is married to the former Pam McAnarney. The 
couple has three children: Luke, Abby and Jake.

A season of unprecedented success made the 2012 campaign one to remember as the 
Jayhawks posted the winningest record in program history, earned a national seed in the 
NCAA Tournament, witnessed the teams first All-America honor and sh 
cof two Coach of the Year awards, 


ed in the excitement 


Kansas opened the season at the Arkansas Invitational, where the Jayhawks racked u 
wins before falling in their first true road test against tournament-host Arkansas, 3-1. The 
Razorbacks would go on to remain in the top-30 in the RPI for the majority of the season and 
would eventually be the No, 2 seed in the first and second rounds of the NCAA Tournam 
that Kansas hosted, Nov. 30-Dec. 1 


The early loss sparked a hot streak as KU went on a nine-match winning spree, tying the 
fourth-longest in program history. The Jayhawks knocked off eventual NCAA Tournament 
teams Tulsa, College of Charleston and Arizona State en route to winning the Kansas Volleyball 
Invitational and the Jayhawk Invitational in back-to-back weekends. Against the Sun Devils, 
redshirt junior middle blocker Caroline Jarmoc hit a Big 12 Conference record .824 in a four-set 
match (min. 12 kills). 


In the final weekend of pre-conference tournaments, Kans. Dome 
Invitational hosted by Notre Dame, Sept. 14-16. KU defeated Loyola-Marymount, another 
NCAA Tournament team, as well as Xavier to extend its win streak to nine. in their first 
meeting since 1986, the Jayhawks and the Fighting Irish played four sets with neither side 
winning by more than three points, but Notre Dame ultimately won it, 3-1, snapping the win 
streak, UND would go on to receive an NCAA Tournament bid, as well. 


Many Jayhawks earned All-Tournament honors, but Jarmoc earned Tournament MVP three 
times and an All-Tournament nod once. In the past two seasons, Jarmoc has been named to 
eight-straight All-Tournament teams. 


In the last tune-up before Big 12 play, the Jayhawks welcomed Creighton to the Horejsi Family 
Athletics Center. The Bluejays were receiving votes at the time and eventually an NCAA 
Tournament bid. What resulted was the first five-set match of the year, which Kansas hung 
on to win for head coach Ray Bechard’s 950th career victory. In 2012, KU was a dominant 4-1 
in five-set matches, 


After a strong non-conference slate, Kansas prepared to take its confident mentality into 
the Big 12 that earned the No. 1 Conference RPI ranking the previous season. The Jayhawks 
proceeded to post a program-best 5-0 start to open the Big 12 schedule, knocking off No. 
19 lowa State and an Oklahoma squad receiving votes on the road. During the match at 
Oklahoma, junior libero Brianne Riley came up with a Big 12 record 43 digs to help top the 


Sooners. After defeating the Cyclones, the Jayhawks debuted at No. 24 on the AVCA Division | 
Coaches Poll on Oct. 1, marking the first national ranking since the 2005 season. 

When No. 21 Kansas and No. 9 Texas met for the first time in 2012, both went in undefeated. 
The Longhorns took the season's first meeting, 3-0, the only sweep KU suffered all season, 


Again a loss sparked a hot streak for Kansas. The Jayhawks bounced back to upset No. 14 
Kansas State at home and then defeated TCU in their first contest as conference opponents, 
After enduring a four-set loss on the road at No. 22 lowa State, KU returned home to sweep 
West Virginia in a match that saw senior middle blocker Tayler Tolefree hit 1.000 for a match 
in the first time in program history. 


The Jayhawks offset a loss at Baylor with a comeback victory at No. 16 Kansas State, The 
Wildcats defeated Kansas 25-13 in the first set before KU roared back to take the next three 
sets ~ all without Riley. An injury prompted the junior to snap a 63-consecutive matches 
started streak. 


on series against Kansas State gave the KU-Texas matchup in Lawrence 
the two met as the league's first and second-place teams for the first time 
ison. The teams put on a show for the sold-out crowd, before KU fell in the 
2, to the al national champion. Kansas would not lose again in the regular 
season as the Jayhawks swept Oklahoma, TCU, Saint Louis and Texas Tech to close out the 


seed in the Jayhawks’ history ~ and with it, the rights to host the first 
and second rounds. The Horejsi Family Athletics Center did not have the required capacity, so 
the Jayhawks moved to Allen Fieldhouse, the home of Kansas volleyball until the 1999 season. 


Jayhawk nation responded. More than 3,500 fans came out to watch KU defeat Cleveland 
State in the opening round of the NCAA Tournament and nearly 4,500 fans turned out to 
watch Kansas take on Wichita State - for the best attendance among all the first and second 
round host sites. The two battled for either team's first trip to the NCAA Sweet Sixteen, but 
it was the Shockers who prevailed. KU ended its historical season with a 3-1 loss and a 26-7 
record - the winningest season in program history

‘On what stood out the most to him after a record-breaking season: 

“Itwas a confidence that developed in ‘winning time’. A lot of times you can get a sense of how 
your team feels or what you think their reaction will be under duress, and as the season went 
along and we got into five-set matches, you could tell that our team was confident that they 
could win. They were confident in their preparation, they were confident in each other and | 
think that's a really positive sign for a coach to see that. That perpetuates itself and generates 
this program ‘swag’ and confidence that's really cool to see. That's such a far different emotion 
and a huge deal for our program.” 


(On the impact of a 26-7 record: 

“We had nine wins against NCAA Tournament teams, so it's a legit schedule. You look at the 
RPI and see top-10 and you don’t even legitimately acknowledge it while its going on. You're 
thinking about if you're going to pass the ball to target, are we going to do this, ae we going 
to do that. Looking back on it, 26-7 isa pretty cool record to have; 12 wins against the Big 12 
and even in the five-set loss to Texas | think we grew as a team. Each day | think you realize 
that this team did some really coo! things forthe frst time and created some opportunities 
within the program that we've really never had before.” 


‘Om his answer when asked what caused the turnaround: 

“talk about a shift in experience. We were a majority of underclassmen last year and we 
were a majority of upperclassmen this year. The emergence of Erin McNorton was huge. The 
‘emergence of (Tayler) Tolefree and (Caroline) Jarmoc taking their game to another level was 
big, but we were 4-1 in five-set matches and last year, that record was probably a litle bit 
different. | just think that the team sensed that they were tired of being close, ted of the ‘we 
Could've, we should've’ and through the spring and summer, we created some opportunities 
to grow ~ to gain an inch wherever they could. it was in our notebooks and we worked on it 
every day.” 


‘On the slew of individual records set by the Jayhawks: 

“To have a record-breaking year, people have to have record-breaking performances. Bri 
(Riley) stepped up, (Caroline) Jarmoc, (Tayler) Tolefree, Erin McNorton — all of them stepped 
up. | think Jarmoc and Tolefree were the best middle pair in the Big 12. Then Erin comes in 
and does her thing, gives ahittable ball, and then there are times where we needed Catherine 
Carmichael to be good or we don't win on the road at Okishoma, Then Chelsea Albers steps 
‘up and has a couple of big matches at home for us, (Tiana) Dockery had big matches, too. We 
‘weren't so dependent on one player. If one player wasn't playing well, we had a chance for 
someone else to come through. We set goals individually and as a group and our players took 
those very seriously.” 


On Caroline Jarmoc being named the programs first All-American: 

“She's worked hard, first and foremost. She's set goals for herself and that's ok to set individual 
goals for yourself - and I'm sure being an All-American was one of them. She'll be the first to 
admit that if we don’t win 26 matches or have @ great year, then it would be difficult for her, 
‘but we did and she was a huge part of that.” 


‘On Jarmoc breaking KU's season and career attack percentage records: 

“For a middle to hit at that efficiency, you have to be high-kill, low-error (every time out). 
What's mast impressive about that is that she continued to put up those numbers even after 
they knew she was good and they were game planning around her. That's a high number 
(386). Of the records we have at Kansas, | thought our hitting efficiency number was one that 
could be broken and now she's set that bar really high.” 


‘On winning the Big 12 and AVCA Central Region Coach of the Year awards: 

"AS a. coach you always want to feel like you're making an impact, and when you hear we're 
selected to play in the NCAA Tournament - that’s the biggest thril. When that happens, there's 
obviously some other things that could also happen. Our staff worked hard. | think awards 
like this are a reflection of how hard our staff worked, and I'm sure we'd have some assistant 
coaches of the year if there was such a thing in the Big 12. It still comes down to if we were 
7-26, there isn’t going to be a Coach of the Year award. We all worked together to get this 
‘team in a position to succeed. Jarmoc would be the first to say, you don’t make All-American 
without a great setter, and | say you don’t get Coach of the Year without a great coaching staff 
and team to go to work with every day.”

COMPLIANCE 


COMPLIANCE 101: 


UNDERSTANDING THE “RULES OF THE GAME” 

With the continued success of Kansas Athletics, the 

Athletic Compliance Office wants you to understand how 

you can help KU coaches and student-athletes. Institutional 

control of athletics is a fundamental requirement of NCAA 
legislation. Specifically, the NCAA constitution provides 
that each institution shall be responsible for: 

+ Controlling its intercollegiate athletics program in 
‘compliance with the rules and regulations of the NCAA. 

+ Monitoring its program to ensure compliance with 
identifying and reporting to the NCAA instances in 
which compliance has not been achieved and taking 
appropriate corrective action. 

+ Ensuring that members of the institution's staff, 
student-athletes and other individuals or groups 
representing the institution's athletics interests comply 
with all applicable NCAA rules. 


Under NCAA rules, KU is responsible for all actions of 
its boosters. Therefore, it is also our responsibility to 
make you aware of consequences for violating the rules 
pertaining to permissible booster activity. Boosters found 
in violation are subject to losing benefits and privileges, 
including season tickets, In addition, the NCAA Committee 
on Infractions has required institutions to disassociate 
boosters who have violated NCAA rules and regulations 
from the institution, 


COMPLIANCE TERMINOLOGY 

BOOSTERS. You are a representative of KU's athletics 

interests, more commonly known as a “booster,” if you 

meet any of the following conditions: 

+ You are a member of any organization that promotes 
KU's athletics program (e.g, Williams Education Fund); 

* You have made a financial contribution to the KU 
athletics department or its booster organization; 

+ You have assisted in the recruitment of prospective 
student-athletes for KU; 

+ You have provided benefits (e.g., summer jobs or 
occasional family meals) to enrolled student-athletes; 

+ Youare the parent(s) or legal guardian(s) of an enrolled 
student-athlete; or 

+ You have, in any way, promoted the athletics program 
at kU. 


Remember: Once an individual has been identified as 
booster, he or she retains this identity indefinitely. 
Even if you are not a booster as defined by the NCAA, 
know that your actions involving student-athletes can 
cause violations of NCAA rules. Something as simple as 
buying a student-athlete lunch at a fast food restaurant 
is, most likely, a NCAA violation. Please contact the 
Athletic Compliance Office with your questions regarding 
impermissible recruiting inducements and extra benefits. 


PROSPECTS. A prospective student-athlete, commonly 
known as a “prospect” or “recruit,” is any individual who 
has started classes for the ninth grade. In addition, a 
student who has not started classes for the ninth grade 
becomes a prospect if the institution contacts the student 


for recruiting purposes or provides the student (or the 
student's relatives or friends) any financial assistance 
or other benefits that the institution does not generally 
provide to all prospective students. In addition, student- 
athletes enrolled in preparatory schools or two-year 
colleges are considered prospective student-athletes. 


Remember: A prospect remains a prospect even after he 
or she signs a National Letter of Intent or Financial Aid 
‘Agreement to attend KU. The prospect does not lose this 
status until the start of classes at the university or until the 
beginning of official practice prior to the start of classes, 
whichever occurs first. After classes or official practice 
begins, the prospective student-athlete then simply 
becomes a student-athlete. 


CONTACT. A “contact” is a face-to-face encounter 
between a prospect or the prospect's parent, relative or 
legal guardian and institutional staff member or athletics 
representative during which dialogue occurs in excess of 
an exchange of a greeting. However, any such face-to- 
face encounter on the KU campus or during a KU event 
that is prearranged, or takes place on the grounds of 
the prospect's educational institution or at the site of an 
organized competition or practice involving the prospect 
or the prospect's high school, preparatory school, two- 
year college or all-star team, shall be considered a contact, 
regardless of the content of the conversation that occurs. 


TELEPHONE/ELECTRONIC CORRESPONDENCE CONTACT. 
The restriction on contact extends to telephone and 
electronic correspondence. Any contact by you or any 
other booster, alumnus or other representative of athletics 
interest via these modes of comunication is prohibited. 
Electronic correspondence includes, but not limited to, 
text messaging or any application that functions as a text 
message (i.e. snapchat), email, any social media methods. 
(ie. Facebook, Twitter), chat rooms and instant message. 
Telephone contact is any electronically-transmitted 
voice exchange including, but not limited to, calls and 
video conferenceing such as as Skype and Facetime, 


RECRUITING. Any contact by you or any other booster, 
alumnus or other representative of Kansas Athletics’ 
interests for the purpose of recruitment, is strictly and 
Clearly prohibited. 


Itis not permissible for any member of Kansas Athletics’ 
staff, alumnus or booster to contact a student-athlete 
at another institution for the purpose of recruitment. A 
student-athlete who is attending another institution must 
receive written permission from their institution before 
they can have contact with the University of Kansas. 


If you know of a prospective student-athlete who 
may want to attend KU, we encourage you to call the 
appropriate coach. Contacting a KU coach is the only 
permissible recruiting activity in which boosters may 
participate. 


EMPLOYMENT. It is permissible for an athletics 
representative or alumnus/alumna to contact a prospect 
regarding summer employment prior to initial enrollment 
provided the prospect has signed a National Letter 
of Intent. However, no contact may be made without 
approval from the Athletic Compliance Office, In addition, 
the employment arrangement for the prospect may not 
begin until the prospect has graduated from high school, 
If the prospect is attending a two-year institution, the 
employment may not begin prior to the time that the 
prospect has officially withdrawn from or has completed 
the requirements for graduation at the two-year college, 


EXTRA BENEFITS, It is not permissible to provide any type 
of assistance to a prospect — financial or otherwise. A 
representative of Kansas Athletics’ interests or a “booster” 
‘may not provide ANYTHING to a prospect, their friends or 
family, even if the prospect has a signed National Letter of 
Intent or a Financial Aid Agreement. 


STUDENT-ATHLETE, A student-athlete is any University 
of Kansas student who is a member of a varsity athletics 
team. 


EXTRA BENEFITS. An extra benefit is any special 
arrangement by an institutional employee or booster to 
provide a student-athlete or his/her relatives or friends 
with a benefit not expressly authorized by the NCAA 
legislation. Its a violation of the NCAA rules to provide an 
extra benefit toa student-athlete, 


OCCASIONAL MEAL. You may provide a student-athlete 
or a team with an occasional meal at your home. This 
‘meal can be catered and you may provide the student- 
athletes with transportation to attend the meal, All 
occasional meals must be pre-approved by the Athletic 
Compliance Office. 


Together, the University of Kansas and YOU will make this 
program a success. These reminders will help guide you 
and ensure that Kansas Athletics operates within the rules, 
and regulations of the NCAA as we continue toward our 
ultimate goal of academic and athletics excellence. If in 
doubt, remember that in most cases any contact with or 
benefits given toa prospect or an enrolled student-athlete 
or their family or friends is strictly prohibited.
